And now Arthur Wells has 
hit the trail we all must some 
day tread, but before he went 
he left deep footprints in this 
muck. I wonder if we realize, till 
we stop to think, in how many 
ways he has contributed to the 
advancement of these Ever- 
ides. He made a lot of money, 
and lost it too, as well, but 
others have done the same be- 
fore and nobody has wept. But 
Arthur came here. when the 
Glades was new, built up a 
town, provided work for many 
hundreds, and then found time 
to organize and support so many 
enterprises, civic, religious and 
financial, that it would surprise 
you just to count them all. And 
with it all, behind that gruff, 
bear-like exterior, he was 
known to be a square shooter 
and generous as well, with his 
family, his friends and to those 
with whom he worked. 

Arthur got off to a rather 
humble start, He was born and 
grew up on his father's little 
backwoods farm at Okahumpka 
up in Lake County, the oldest 
and only boy among six children 
and, so he learned to work. 
Most everybody then was poor, 
miserably poor. The South was 
still a defeated апа plundered 
land which hadn't yet recovered 
from the Civil War. Arthur 
aged to get almost three 
s of study in a little coun- 
school, That's all he ever 


try 
had. He came to the Everglades 
about the time I did, in 1914, 
with a survey party. Surveying 
then was just about all there 


for catfish. Two years later 
he decided to stay and farm. 

He located in the cove be- 
tween John and Marion Lock- 
miller and Dowell, 
other inhabitants of the lake's 
south shore between the two 


the - only " 


canals. I was at Okeelanta so 
that made us almost neighbors 
then, only a couple of hours 
apart by boat. He had cleared 
and planted a couple of acres of 
elder land, when President. Wil- 
son called for volunteer to make 
the world safe for democracy. 
Arthur got his father to hold 
down his claim while he went 
off to France with the 31st div- 
ision and did his share of fight- 
ing in the famous Meuse-Argon- 
ne. 

When he returned, his father 
moved the whole family here 
and they all turned to and clear- 
ed up those custard apples and 
began to farm in earnest, In 
course of time as Arthur and 
his sisters married, his farming 
kept expanding till he had work 
for all of them. Their homes, 
and store, together with the 
neighboring negro village with 
its church and school, made 
quite a town. Arthur applied for 
a post office, and as he looked 
over his wide fields of Bounti- 
fuls, he decided on the name 
Bean City, and is it's called to- 
day. Arthur had built a town, 
but he had to build it twice, 
for the hurricane of '28 wiped 
the whole settlement off the 

ap and so he had to build 
again. 

Amhur didn't have much 
schooling, but he was smart, 
smart enough to get the help 
of those who could make up for 
that deficiency. And he knew 
how to farm. In spite of frosts 
and floods and market breaks, 
he somehow toughed it out, and 
when things looked most hope- 
less he'd somehow get a lucky 
break and come out better than 
before. At one time he was one 
of the biggest farmers on the 
lake, worth half a million, so 
aid. Then like big farmers 
here before, in spite of all his 
experience, his was lost. Before

he could win it back again his 
number came up and he had 
to leave. But it is for other 
things than his farming that he 
should be remembered. Р 

When Belle Glade was get- 
ting started as a town, he help- 
ed to organize the First Baptist 
Church and contributed toward 
building.a church house here. 
One of the first members of the 
Masonic Lodge in Pahokee, he 
was also one of its early Mas- 
ters. Later, when a lodge was 
opened in Belle Glade, he was 
à charter member here and 
donated property for its temple 
building, He also was a mem- 
ber of Lake Worth Consistory 
and Mahi Shrine. In both the 
Elks lodge and Rotary Club he 
was a charter member and was 
noted for his regular attend- 
ance. The first American Le- 
gion post in the Everglades was 
formed mainly through the ef- 
forts of himself and Dr. Buck. 
He donated property for the 
first Legion Hall, and Arthur 
was one of its first commanders 
and active in its work. 

With R. Y. Creech, Fritz Stein 
and the Kruse brothers, he 
helped to organize Pioneer 
Growers Coop, and he’ served 
likewise on the board of Ever- 
glades Federal Savings and 
Loan, 

Altho he had no time nor in- 
clination for political activity, 
he served a term as Belle 
Glade's mayor in 1937 to 1939, 
and did an outstanding job, edu- 
cation or no. During his term 
the present City Hall was built, 
the water plant's capacity was 
doubled and a water main run 
to the Prison Farm, Belle Glade 
got its first street lights and a 
new fire truck as well And 
when the mayor stood up to 
make a speech you'd never 
know he'd.spent only three 
years in school. Then later, in 


World War II he took on the 
unpaid and thankless job of 
chairman of the Ration Board. 

So loking back at what these 
Glades have gained from his 
contributions to its agriculture, 
its civic and religious life, no 
matter what your interests may 
be, you are sure to be indebted 
more or less to Arthur Wells. 
Maybe he was more of a suc- 


cess than most of us, who 
knows!

1956. 

The purpose of the study was 
to determine how much work- 
ing time goes into meeting the 
bills that are incurred in the 
course of normal living. 

The typical worker, it shows, 
spends more of his time earn- 
ing his taxes than anything else. 
The extent to which taxes 
dominate expenses is to be seen 
in the fact that they now take 
more than food, clothing and 
tobacco combined. 

According to the national find- 
ings, the average worker in 
Melle Glade needs six days 
every month just to keep up 
his taxes — Federal, state and 
local. 

What that boils down to, in 
terms of family income, is $128 
a month per household for tax- 
es. The figure is based on the 
average gross incomie locally in 
1960. 

To pay the food and tobacco 
bills for the month takes four 
days of work, equivalent to $86 
per household, 

For housing and furniture four 
more days are required, the 
report shows. 

Since the working month con- 
sists of 22 days, there are eight 
days left. Of these, two go for 
car operation and for other 
transportation costs, 114 for ap- 
parel and one day edch for med- 
ical care and recreation. 

What remains is 2% days. 
Just what is done with the pro- 
ceeds is up to the individual 
worker. With respect to this 
money he has freedom of choice. 

Although the cost of living has 
been creeping upward, the lot 
of the average Belle Glade 
worker has improved. His pre- 
sent wage scale more than com- 
pensates for the price rises that 
have taken place.

If you notice any of them in your 
car, tell your Shell dealer. His advice 
may help you head off a big repair job. 


Shell's Billy Reynolds. 


1. Mushy brakes. When your car is 
standing still, push your brake pedal 
down with a firm, steady pressure. If 
the pedal feels soft and sinks all the way 
to the floor board, you've got trouble 
that should be fixed right away. Could 
be a leaking whee! &linder. Or, more 
likely, a leaky master brake cylinder. 

A well-trained Shell dealer can track 
down brake troubles quickly. 


2. Wandering wheels, If your front 
tires show more wear on one side of the 
tread than the other, your wheel align- 
ment is probably at fault, 

Nore: an out-of-line wheel drags at 

ап angle to the line of travel—can 

increase tire wear up to 50 per cent. 
Be sure to discuss rigors of uneven tire 
wear with your Shell dealer. 


3, Jiggly front end. Put your foot on 


either bumper, and shove down hard. If 
your car bobs up and down for a long 
time, ask your Shell service man to 
check your shock absorbers. 


4. Decrepit tail pipe. If your tail pipe 
is rusted through in spots, it should be 
replaced. Same thing for your muffler, 
A worn-out exhaust system can make 
your car roar like a wounded hippo. 
Worst of all 
haust fumes seeping into the passenger 
compartment. Your Shell dealer can 
take care of the whole problem. 


5. “Bloated” radiator hose. Inspect all 
of the rubber hoses that interconnect 
your cooling system. If they are cracked 
or swollen, they can fail at any time 
and cause your engine to overheat, 

Replacing hoses is a simple task for 
any Shell dealer. 


6. Marred windshield. Feel the blades 
on your windshield wipers. If they're 
hard, they can scar the glass. If they're 
frayed, they can streak it. Ask your 
Shell dealer to check the spring pres- 
sure on your wiper arms too. If the 
blades rest too lightly against the wind: 
shield, they can blow away from the 
glass and let the rain swamp your view. 


7. Strange noises. Listen for squeals, 
squeaks, rattles and other mysterious 
noises. Strange noises are often wam- 
ings of troubles on the way. So, don't 
be afraid to ask your Shell dealer about 
sounds you haven't heard before.

8. Under-the-hdod clues, You can learn 
iot just by looking at your engine. 
Watch fpr oil, fuel or water leaks. Even 
tiny leaks cap lead to big trouble later 
on. You can/also make a quick visual 
check of wiring and electrical connec- 
tions. If wires are hanging loose —or 
insulation has worn away—see your 
Shell dealer. 5 


9. Sluggish battery. If your engine 
turns over more slowly than usual when 
you start up, an inspection of your elec- 
trical system is if order. 

_ A rundown battery is usually the 
cause of starting problems. But the real 
trouble may be elsewhere. Something 
as simple as a loose battery connection 
can do it. Or yoàr voltage regulator may 
need a minor adjustment, Play safe and 
tell your Shell service man. 


10. Oil-streaked sidewalls, It may take 
а bit of back bending, but it’s worth 
the effort to check the side of your 
tires you seldom see—the side facing 
in. Look for signs of leaking fluid on 
the tire walls. Could be a leaking brake 
cylinder, or faulty oil seals on the rear 
wheels. Both can be serious.
